forks and silver generally. She was most kind and we have 
appreciated the use of the plate which doubtless you used every 
day of your boyhood, youth and manhood and you can well under- 
stand that, - if such weée<required - this keeps you always in 
our minds. 


It is quite a comfort to know that matters are now 
settled and that we will shortly be back in the centew where all 
our interests are.
